Top  foreign  affairs  scholar  Dr. 
Robert  A.  Scalapino  will  address 
the  forum  assembly  Thursday  at 
10  a.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Dr.  Scalapino  has  traveled 
most  of  the  Orient  and  Africa  the 
past  20  years,  studying  the  peo- 
ple and  political  climate  of  each 
country. 

As  a political  science  professor 
at  the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley  he  has  been  the  instruc- 
tor of  four  BYU  professors  in 
Asian  studies.

Dr.  Lee  Farnsworth,  associate 
professor  of  political  science  and 
director  of  the  Asian  Research 
Institute  on  campus;  Paul  Hyer, 
professor  of  history:  Russell  Hor- 
iuchi,  assistant  profes  s o r of 
geography:  and  Spencer  Palmer, 
now  president  of  the  Korean  Mis- 
sion were  all  students  of  Dr.  Scal- 
apino at  Berkeley.

In  the  novel  “Gone  With  the  Wind”  Scarlett  O’Hara 
always  hoped  the  mess  she  made  today  would  turn  out  bet- 
ter tommorrow.  It  seems  our  Administration  adheres  to 
this  philosophy  concerning  Asia. 

Since  the  original  objectives  Johnson  outlined  in  1965 
have  not  come  close  to  materializing,  the  chasm  of  doubt 
extends  itself. 

Why  are  w'e  there?  The  basic  answer  is  we  have  a 
responsibility  of  world  leadership  and  can  no  longer  live  in 
isolation. 

This  “isolationism”  led  to  World  War  II.  By  being  in- 
volved in  global  affairs  we  hope  to  prevent  World  War  III. 

In  reality  we  are  neither  exerting  effective  leadership 
in  Vietnam  nor  taking  a course  that  would  avert  world  war. 

ISOLATION 

We  pursued  an  isolation  policy  in  Southeast  Asia  after 
the  Korean  Police  Action.  Eisenhower  had  promised  to  end 
the  “conflict.”  For  us  to  have  entered  another  preventative 
effort  just  after  resolving  Korea  w^ould  have  meant  a longer 
and  more  costly  war  effort  in  Vietnam. 

This  would  have  made  Eisenhower  a hypocrite  and 
caused  us  to  put  down  a popular  effort  to  preserve  French 
interests. 

But  it  would  have  been  preferable  to  the  present  mess 
there. 

Ike  kept  his  promise.  War  had  been  stopped.  And  there 
was  peace  and  prosperity;  at  least  on  the  surface. 

Ike  sent  a letter  to  Diem  in  October  of  1954  pledging 
U.S.  aid  provided  Diem  would  contribute  equally  to  meeting 
the  threat  of  foreign  intervention  and  enacting  badly  needed 
agricultural  and  economic  refonn. 

MINIMAL  AID 

Diem  did  little  other  than  stashing  away  American 
dollars  in  Swiss  banks.  So,  Ike  was  safe  and  minimal  aid 
was  sent, 

Had  we  continued  with  this  policy,  Vietnam  would  have 
probably  fallen,  just  as  did  Rome  due  to  corruption  and 
decadence. 

It  would  have  been  their  choice  and  they  would  have 
had  to  assume  the  burden  of  defeat. 

But  no  said  Johnson.  Whether  they  want  to  or  not,  they 
must  be  free.  We  will  “free”  them  because  it  is  good  for 
them. 

The  Mekong  Delta  is  the  richest  rice  bowl  in  Asia.  To 
lose  South  Vietnam  could  mean  a Chinese  gain  in  food. 

The  domino  theory  is  not  sound.  We  could  have  built 
up  effective  defense  units  in  Laos  and  Thailand  to  stop  any 
aggressive  tendencies  of  Ho. 

Now  it  would  be  disastrous  to  pull  out;  as  the  roads, 
bases,  and  war  materials  could  be  used  against  us. 

To  follow  the  present  course,  however,  can  only  lead  to 
a greater  escalation  of  war  and  more  American  deaths. 

It  is  hard  to  understand  why  a nation  of  14,000,000 
cannot  defend  itself  against  an  enemy  of  287,000.  I\Iost  of 
the  enemy  (238,000)  are  South  Vietnamese. 

During  the  recent  “elections”  Thieu  was  asked  if  any 
more  American  troops  would  be  needed  in  Vietnam.  He  said 
yes  and  quite  soon. 

NO  VIET  DRAFT 

He  was  also  asked  how  maany  Vietnamese  youths  he 
planned  to  call  up.  He  said  he  did  not  plan  to  call  up  any. 

Why  should  he  waste  his  own  people  when  he  can 
sucker  American  boys  to  blindly  fight  and  die  instead? 

To  justify  such  a policy  on  the  grounds  a labor  force 
is  necessary  for  nation  building  avoids  the  issue. 

Israel  defended  herself  against  a much  larger  foe  and 
without  the  aid  of  a single  U.S.  soldier.  Granted  there  are 
many  differences  between  Vietnam  and  Israel,  the  biggest 
being  the  Israelis  want  to  be  free  and  the  Vietnamese  don’t 
care  that  much. 

Many  possible  solutions  do  exist  but  our  present  Ad- 
ministration ignores  their  reality.  A miracle  could  happen 
tommorrow.  After  all , tommorrow  is  another  day. 


On  Friday  the  Universe  car- 
ried a letter  commenting  on  the 
sale  of  ash-trays  in  the  BYU 
Bookstore.  Once  again  the  Uni- 
verse came  up  with  a flippant 
reply  and  tried  to  rationalize 
away  the  ash-trays  by  saying 
that  they  could  have  just  as  well 
been  containers  for  candy,  etc.  I 
can  only  assume  that  no  one 
from  the  Universe  staff  took  a 
look  at  those  “candy”  contain- 
ers.
